Asks for Bail 


District Attorney Wilkerson asked for 


a stipulation that when the 
order is 


entered by Judge Kohlsaat, Wednesday 
morning the defendants must give bail 
in the district court. Attorneys for the 
packers made no objection to this. 


Counsel for tho packers refused to in- 


timate what their next move would be. 
Tho possibility that an attempt to get 
more time will .be made through an ap- 
peal that the defendants be. tried . sep- 
arately.

granted, it is said, it will have the sumo 
effect as tho appeal to the supreme, 
court, so far as delay is concerned.

It is held that under the provisions of 


the Baker law .the common council has 
no power to transfer a saloon •Mconse 
from one building to another unless the 
building has been destroyed by lire or 
by the elements or uolsss the owner ol 
the building has refused in writing to 
loase the bailding tor saloon purposes 
for a longer time. It is alleged that none 
of these conditions existed at the time 
the -couneil made tho transfer in ques- 
tion.

waists, ioee, shoes, gloves and so on. 


: As soon &e a waist ia taken off, the 
! blewes should be turned wrong side out 


i_ and allowed to air, and 
then 
folded 


lengthwise and laid away carefully. The 
tops of high shoes should be turned back 
when taken off and the shoes placed 
' on the window sill or some breezy place 
1 to get tie sun and air arid the best hose 
! nhouM be filled with crumpled tissue 
! paper »nd hung where the air can blow 


tlirougli them. When white canvas shoes 
have become too discolored to clean well, 
they can be renewed by painting them 


' with white oil paint mixed with enough 
turpentine to make it as thin a-t milk, 
and -vhitc kid slippers may be colored 
black with any of the prepared dyes, 
«,nd banana skin is excellent to clean 
tan shoes, 
A brown linen waist, wrap 


or dress skirt may be kept freali and new 
looking by washing through thick starch 
water to which has been addea a cup of 
strained coffee and this must bo used 
without soap as tne starch water cleans 
perfectly. 
When the 
g;u-meiit 
scorns 


clean, rinse through one water and hang 
over the line, as there is enough starch 
left in the goods to muke it plenty stitt' 
enough. 
Rice water is the only wife 


starch for dark linens ttnd muslins; and 
muslins of a doubtful color may be wash- 
ed in rice water, without soap, rinsing 
them out in clear rice water to keep the 
starched quality. It is a good plan to 
waeh the irons once a -week, and to keep 
them'clean while ironing,.rub them over 
coarse salt or a piece of green cedar. 
Jsicc white waists do not require boiling 
except when more thtin usually soiled 
and if they arc very sheer.and lace trim- 
med wash them in the

to force its surrender; that various pools 
have been made lor the purpose of sup- 
pressing competition; that agreements- 
tacit, but binding—have been made •to 
limit the output and fix prices". In the 
allegations is included the specific charge 
that i-he steel trust Has acquired through 
illegal means a power which is a. menace 
to the industrial, financial and commer- 
cial well-being of tho country.
